Hawker, who started from St. Johns.

NEW New York — David 
Griffith to do mos! 
film producers seem to think unwise 
He has a fiction tragedy and 
left it such. “The Chink and 
Child” familiar to the readers 
Thomas Burke's “Limehouse Nights.” 
“Broken Promises” is Griffith's pic- 
turization of the Burke ‘story. In 
minor. details changes have been 
'made. The peculiarities. of the film 
medium necessitated them. But in 
the large the story of the affection of 
the dreaming young Chinese for the 
pathetic daughter of the London 
pugilist remains as essentially tragic 
on the screen as on the page. From 
the first this affection is a hopeless 
one, and no effort is made to gloss i! 
over with even the suggestion of any 
possibility of a happy ending. Beaten 
by her brutal father. the girt staggers 
away from his house and falls on the 
floor of the dreaming Oriental’s shop. 
He installs herin his house as though 
she were a princess. The girl who 
had to spread the corners of her lips 
with her fingers, in order to smile 
finds in his attentions a new world 
of kindliness. But her father dis- 
cevers her hiding place, wrecks It, 
drives her home and, in a fury of 
temper, slays her. Inevitably, the 
Chinese follows, shoots the pugilist. 
carries the girl back to his 
house, installs her with the same 
pathetic pomp as before, says his 
praver to Buddha, and kills himself. 

There the film ends.. A film story, 
at last, has had a logical working 
out. And it is presented with fresh 
lighting effects which are of remark- 
able value in raising some parts of 
the photography higher ‘into the 
realms of sheer art than any other 
picture within memory. 

The film mood is registered, before 
the screen is shown, by special deco- 
rative and lighting effects throughout 
the theater, and by a stage tableau 
representing the principal characters 
in a scene significant of the tragedy 
to ~-be unfolded. The border of the 
screen while captions are beme 
shown is, for a change, blue or saf- 
fron; and the same colors tinge over 
the picture itself as illustrative of 
varying moods. There are lengthy 
scenes in which no caption is shown 
which ig somewhat of a triumph, for 
the screen’s dependence upon the 
written word is notoriously one of its 
defects. ; 

The acting is excellent throughout. 
Miss’ Lillian Gish as the fear-driven 
child scores a ‘positive triumph, and 
one in every respect deserved. Rich- 
ard Barthelmess is a mystic, gentle 
Chirtese, avoiding the temptation to 
anything resembling vigorous expres- 
sion that would have vitiated the 
verisimilitude of the part. The pugil- 
ist’s is a thankless r6éle, but Donald 
Crisp plays it with graphic power. 
Among these three the plot unrolls. 
Mr. Griffith has refused to drag in 
extraneous characters and scenes. He 
has not stooped to foree a laugh. 
Most of the way the tragedy marches 
forward to the inevitable without 
pause. Though not wholly an agree- 
able storv, it is extremely well told, 
and marks Mr. Griffith, once more, as 
one of the best arguments for the 
use of those who insist that the mo- 
tion picture is a medium of art.

Judging, however, 
from the prodigious quantity of talk 
exchanged over plays and novels. read- 
ers of the latter kind numerou: 
enough; even allowing for the fact 
that conversation upon art and liter 
ature is one of the commonest masks 
that politeness finds for boredom. . 

Criticism may miss the point again 
and again; but provided it is of the 
kind which stimulates impartial scru- 
tiny and interest in the minds of those 
who concern themselves with works of 
art, it has fulfilled ite main function 
both as regards art and the public.

\\ HILE some uncertainty appears to exist as to what 
the exact future status of the shipbuilding industry in 
the United States, in relation to government control and

More Sessions of Congress 


\NNOUNCEMENT is made in Washington, according 
to news dispatches trom that city, that a defimte move- 
will be launched, early in the present extraordinary 
Congress, looking to the enactment of a 

which the National Legislature will be 
convened in regular session on March 5 of each year. 
The. proposed act, already drafted, is sponsored by 
Clifton N. McArthur, one of the three members of the 
lower House representing Oregon. Mr. McArthur, in 
announcing lus determination to seek the early passage 
advances wirat. must, it would seem, be 
accepted as logical and convincing arguments in. its 
behalf, arguments, however, which do'not appear to be 
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exhaustive. Much might be said, and no doubt will be 
said, in support of the plan when the measure reaches 
the committees to which it will be assigned. 

The present Congress is the Sixty-Sixth since the 
Government of the United States was established, repre- 
senting, with its completion, the passing of 132 years, 
and it is perhaps somewhat remarkable that-never hefore 
in the history of the government has the necessity been 


.so keenly felt for a provision compelling the -automatic 


meeting of Congress oftener than is now provided for 
bv the Constitution, namely, at least once in each year. 
l'requent extraordinary sessions have «been held, of 
course, and some of these have been convened immedt- 
ately after the closing of the so-called short sessions, 
which end, by expiration of the terms for which all mem- 
bers of the House and a part of the members of the Sen- 
ate are chosen, on the 4th of March of the odd-numbered 
vears. The demand for an extraordinary session thts 
vear, to begin as soon as possible after the close of the 
regular session in March last, was insistently expressed 
by many of the members of both houses, and by repre- 
sentatives of important industrial and ‘commercial or- 
ganizations throughout the country. 

but no-wav had been provided for Congress to meet 
automatically at that time, or at any tee prior to the first 
Monday m December next. It has never been argued. 
so tar as is known, that the President, the only authority 
possessing the power to call Congress together i in eX- 
traordinary session, did not realize, and realize fully, 
the great emergency existing, and the national need tor 
immediate remedial and constructive legislation. but 
the President made it clear, shortly before the close ot 
the regular session, that he regarded it aS his greatest duty 
to continue his work at the Peace Conference in Paris, 
and that he did not wish Congress to be in session during 
his absence from the United States. So matters stood, 
with the demand for action apparently unheeded, until 
his decision was reached, recéntly, to permit the organt- 
zation of Congress in his absence. 

It 1s not argued that a similar emergency 1s likely 
soon to arise again. So the emergency just now passed, 
or passing, will probably 
the chief reason for a change -in 
vanced tor the change will, no doubt, 
volume and importance of the business Congress 1s called 
upon do transact; increasing appropriations and increas- 
ing problems of taxation; engrossing international and 
insular problems: and internal and industrial affairs of 
ever-increasing importance. These, it mav well be 
argued, are sufficient to keep Congress almost con- 
tinuous session, as indeed it has been, with the exception 
of a few months, during the last five or six vears. 

Dut there is a still mnere convincing argument which 
be used by the proponents of the MeArthur 
the membership of any representa- 
tive body, fresh from the constituency, should be per- 
mitted to deal promptly with legislative affairs, thus 
formulating and making effective the expressed wishes 
of the people whose representatives they are. In present 
conditions, unless’ Congress is called to meet sooner, no 
Opportunity is given for the carrying out of these declared 
wishes ot the people until more than a year after the 
electors have recorded their desires at the polls. Mem- 
bers of the Senate and House chosen in November of the 
even-numbered years do not, automatically, take their 
seats at the national capital until a year from the suc. 
ceeding December. It will be.insisted, no doubt, that the 
members chosen should be permitted to begin their work 
as soon as possible after their election, and it ts difficult 
vhat sound arguments cay be advanced against 
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lrisa common say ing in Dublin that vou mav always

know a fellow o Trinity by his walk. It is a walk not 
easy to sachin “A nice and mincing step” is really mis- 
leading. It is rather an earnest, looking-forward motion, 
and conveys the impression that the pedestri: an 1s con- 
strained to take each successive step to prevent himself 
from falling. I[t 1s all, of course, due to the cobblestones 
with which the great quadrangle of Trinity is paved. 
There is one way of negotiating these stones which is 
easier than every other way, ands gradually, as the years 
this wav is inevitably adopted, and there comes 
into being the “fellows’ walk.” Like all generalizations. 
however, this one is too sweeping. There are, and always 
have been, fellows of Trinity who never acquired the 
fellows’ walk, but they have been, for the most part, big 
men, the ample size of whose feet rendered concessions 
to cobblestones unnecessary. 

But wherein do these particulars apply to the Provost ? 
l.v@min this. The Provost of Trinity must have been 
a junior fellow and senior. fellow before he can reach the 
pinnacle of greatness in the house with the big gates, 
and so if one expects to see the fellows’ walk anywhere, 
one would expect to see it in the Provost. Generally 
is not disappointed. Dr. Salmon. the 
famous Dr. Salmon, was indeed a famous exponent of 
it in his day... Old Trinity men, who were freshmen 
some twenty-five vears or so ago, will remember it well. 
especially” om one particul: ir occasion. Years before they 
“entered, 
how some time in the course of most big examinations. 
but especially the freshman examinations, the great door 
at the end of the examination hall would be thrown open, 
how an indescribable stir would spread itself through the 
room, how the fellows on the dais would be seen to arise. 
and how the voice of the ‘porter would be heard to 
announce, “Gentlemen, the Provost!" 

Gentlemen, the Provost!’ And then up the room 
between the desks would come a very small, very bustling 
little figure, slightly deprecating that so much stir should 
be made for him, clad ina flowing black silk gown and 
i velvet cap. And he had the fellows’ walk surely et nough. 
It seemed as though the fellows on the dais, as they 
stood awaiting his coming, should hold out hands to catch 
him, but they were, of course, never moved to do any- 
thing so unnecessary, and the great little man reached the 
foot of the three steps without assistance. Then would 
he turn round and face the hall for a moment, with a 
little motion that every one should be seated again, and 
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“First the blade, then the ear, p#aeee then the full grain in the ear” 


allavas over. The freshman applied himself to his paper 
once more, and the group ‘on the dais applied itself to 
converse. 

[In Dr. Trail, Dr. Salmon’s successor, the fellows’ walk 
was Ov no means so pronounced. ‘There was a certain 
bouncing jovialitv- about ‘the worthy doctor, in the pres- 
ence of which the great-dignity of his office was often 
hard put to it to maintain itself. And seo, in Dr. Trail, 
the fellow, > walk develop ed a variation all its own, but 
still it was the fellows’ w: Ik Then came Dr. Mahafty, 
John Pentiand Mahaffy,. big of build, open of counte- 
nance, slow of movement, seemingly unconcerned about 
many things, really tremendously. interested in every- 
thing. And here again was another variety of 
lows walk. \ new generation of freshmen, 
faces amongst the fellows on the dats, but the 
amunation hall, the same historic chandeher hang 
the ceiling, and the same sun shining through 
windows at the end—such would ,be the setteng 
then, after the same unmistakable preliminaries, would 
come the same time-honored announcement, ‘“Gentlemen, 
the Provost!” And Dr. Mahafty would walk up the rogm 
between the desks toward the dais. Unde roraduates, of - 
course, always have it that it is all ‘an awful bore,” but 
that does not prevent them telling younger brothers about 
it. Neither does it prevent old Trinity men today look- 
ing back upon it as one of the “thrills” of well-loved days. 


Notes and Comments 


AN AMUSING comment is made, by a writer in the 
INansas City Star, on the lack of noticeable excitement 
in the United States over the preliminaries of trans- 
Atlantic air-flight. “Are there no thrills left at all?” asks 
the observer in Kansas. “If men cross the Atlantic in 
the air we ought to be thrilled, because it really wall be 
rather an unusual thing. But about the time it is done 
we probably shall hear that they have started to bore a 
tunnel under the British Cliannel, and for a few minutes 
that will engage our thoughts on the way to the picture 
where we will see the lady leap from the cliff into 
followed by her pursuer, see the tree bend 
back to the ground to which she escapes, and see. the 
tree fly back and hurl the unpopular character clear over 
the top of the mountain.” Other observers have prob- 
ably been struck by the lack of excitement over the fliers, 
but the public has had a good many thrills during the 
past few vears, and perhaps its capacity to thrill 1s tem- 
porarily lessened. Perhaps, too, people have taken 
trans-.\tlantic flight for granted. 
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Time has granted Lewis Theobald a more dignified 
position on the rolls of fame than that which Pope be- 
stowed by making him hero of the “Dunciad”; and now 
a lately written study of his contribution to [English

-*scholarship sums up and amplifies the opinion of several 


authoritative students of Shakespeare that the great dra- 
matist has had no abler editor than the man whom Pope 
versified as a dunce. The latest volume ts an analytical 
study showihg that the fundamentals of critical editing, 
established by Richard Bentley, about 1697, with respect 
to the classics, were applied by Theobald to the works 
of Shakespeare, thus setting the example for later 
scholars. Theobald once wrote “! ever labour to make 
the smallest deviation that I can possibly trom the text; 
never to alter at all, where | cay by any means explain 
a passage into sense,”’ which ts certainly a Worthy model 
for any editor's following. In the course of time the 
influence of the “dunce? has gone further than that ot 
the author of the “Dunciad.” 


MopERN New York will probably better appreciate 
its Bowling Green fence, recovered and restored to view 
by the Broadway Association, for the incidental pub- 
licity ot the restoration. A\Vhen the fence was new, 
Bowling Green was an important part of the town, and 
the New Yorkers of 1770 considered it well worth while 
to import the fence from Itngland and .pay £800 for 
it. @ne is reminded that, shortly before the fence was 
put up, the loval citizens, grateful for the repeal. of 
the Stamp Act, had adorned Bowling Green with a leaden 
equestrian statue of George III. For a while fence and 
statue stood there together: then the Revolution came, 
and the “laiberty Boys” pulled the statue from its pedes- 
tal. The fence remained till 1914, minus the gilt crowns 
that the “Lrberty Boys” had hammered off the tops of 
the fence posts, but the famous park, lost in the growing 
city, was gradually tileglected. \When the fence returns 
to it, the “park will be replanted with shrubbery, and 
Bowling Green made as much as possible like its historic 
self. 

AN opp bit of the past-turns up jn a list of old publi- 
cations soon to be sold at auction, namely, to give it its 
full imposing title, ““A Sermon Preached at White- 
The presence of many, Honourable and 
Worshiptull, the Adventurers and Planters for Vir- 
ginia,’ and “Published for the Benefit and Use of the 
Colony, Planted, And to bee Planted there, and for the 
Advancement of their Christian Purpose.” The Rey. 
William Symonds preached that sermon, and described 
Virginia as a land “with the fruitfulnesse whereof Eng- 
land, our mistresse, cannot compare, no, not when she is 
in her greatest pride.” Yet he preached to rather a sorry 
congregation, says history, largely composed of -immi- 
grants who had failed at home through bad hahtts little 
calculated to help ima new country. 


Now the concrete ship is is followed by the concrete 
freight car. The concrete car 1s, of course, still an ex- 
periment, for the final test can come only in service, and 
to become an everyday part of railway equipment it must 
prove, in comparison with a steel car, that it costs less 
to build, less to maintain, and lasts longer in use. The 
material is a new, light-weight concrete, réenforced with 
iron rods and driven into the molds by compressed air, 
thus making a reasonably thin wall of concrete which it 
is believed will prove as durable as the steel car. The 
concrete ship was more spectacular, but, if the imagina- 
tion multiplies the concrete freight car into a concrete 
freight train, the picture becomes equally impressive. 
And who knows but the future may justify imagination 
in adding a concrete locomotive ?
